Troubles Increase 


A world war 


now seems to | 


be not so near 
as a few weeks 
ago. Brows in 
the Kremlin 
are without 
doubt knitted 
and lights 
burn later 
there over the 
problem of 
how to crush 
Tito and Yugo- 
slavia. 

What goes on now in Europe 
is as good as any murder mys- 
tery. It is a mystery. And there 
are many corpses in it. 


Stalin’s troubles multiply. 


In italy and in France there 
are more and more who are cry- 
ing, “Communism—and na- 
tionalism.” The party is openly 
split in Italy and in France, 
though the degree is less, by men 
who are saying that while they 
are Communists, they would de- 
fend their country against any 
aggressor. 


Now, there has been added the 
new chapter from Czechoslovakia. 
A man named Dr. Vlado 
Clementis has disappeared. He 
may have been murdered. He 
could be in jail. But report has 
it he has escaped to another 
country, possibly Yugoslavia en- 
route to the United States. 


He is accused of the great 
crime of putting his own country 
ahead of Russia. That is what 
Tito did and such patriotism is 
called by his name, “Titoism,” 
just as to betray one’s own coun- 
try to the Nazis came to be called 
after Norway’s traitor, Quisling.

Stalin 


This rise of nationalism—by 
eople who remain Communists 
ut who want to be national 
Communists—is something which 
Stalin must accept, at great loss 
of influence, or which he must 
put down. He wants most desper- 
ately to put it down. 


So suddenly has this crisis 
bloomed that it is very probable 
Stalin regrets the extent of. ac- 
tion in Asia. He must surely move 
against Yugoslavia this Spring, or 
try a new approach to combat 
the growing national loyalties at 
the expense of Moscow. 

The story of Czechoslovakia’s 
Dr. Vlado Clementis has in it 
all the elements of mystery and 
romance. When the Red army 
had liberated Slovakia, annex- 
ing unto Russia all the region 
known as Sub-Carpatho Ru- 
thenia, Edward Benes, president, 
reached an agreement with Stalin 
and set up a provisional govern- 
ment. Dr. Vlado Clementis, who 
had worked in the Czech govern- 
ment in exile in London- during 
the war and who had incurred 
the wrath of the Czech Commu- 
nists there, was made assistant 
chief of the foreign office under 
Jan Masaryk, whose dramatic 
suicide or murder was a major 
story of some months ago. There 
is a wonderful story told of 
Clementis’ appointment. 

Hamilton F. Armstrong (au- 
thor of “Tito and Goliath”) re- 
ports that he once asked Masaryk 
if he did not feel embarrassed 
by the fact his assistant had loy- 
alties to 2 foreign government. 

“On the contrary,” he replied, 
“as Russia is our nearest neigh- 
bor we must always take account 
of her wishes in foreign affairs. 
Having Clementis in the next 
room saves time and telegraph 
charges. I almost like the ——. 
He never lies to me unless he 
has to.” 

As a representative, of con- 
servative and Catholic Slovakia, 
Clementis wrote and spoke pub- 
licly during the war as a Marxist, 
but also against any plan which 
would “Russify the Slav na- 
tions.” 

This is the heresy which the 
Russians now seek to crush out 
—saying nationalism is weak- 
ness and that all Communists, 
of whatever country, must be 
loyal to Moscow—and Moscow 
only. 

‘Titoists’ 

In 1949, when purges began 
in Czechoslovakia, Clementis was 
reported in trouble. He resigned 
in March of 1950, amid charges 
by President Gottwald _ that 
“Titoists” were plotting against 
the country. 

There followed suicides, execu- 
tions and “disappearances.” One 
disappearance was an American 
relief worker, Noel Field, friend 
of “Titoist” Communists. 

In May, 1950, speakers at the 
Congress of Slovak Communist 
parties, attacked Clementis as a 

‘class enemy” and a “bourgeois 
nationalist.” He had not, said the 
speakers, “understood liberation 
in the Stalinist sense, but only 
in the bourgeois, democratic, na- 
Aionalist sense.” 

Clementis’ sin was, and is, na- 
tionalism. 

The mystery of his wherea- 
bouts, and talk of another purge, 
is important when placed along- 
side the known facts of national

It inevitably shifts emphasis, 
by the Kremlin, from the East to 
Yugoslavia. If Stalin can make 
“an example” of that Slavic coun- 
try he may crush out Titoism. If 
he doesn’t—then history is pre- 

ing another great chapter of 
arxist changes.

Russia Asks 
UN Action 
Against U.S. 


China Air Raids

LAKE SUCCESS, Feb. 6—The 
Soviet Union called on the United 
Nations Tuesday to 
the United States officially as 
guilty of a series of air attacks 
against the territory of Commu- 
nist China. 

In a new resdlution handed to 
the UN General Assembly’s po- 


litical and security committee, the| 
Soviet Union also demanded im-. 


‘mediate security council action on 
the Moscow-Pieping charges 
against the. United States. 

The 
Semyon K. Tsarapkin is the sec- 
ond tabled by the Soviet in con- 
nection with its accusations 
against the United States. The 
first motion asks for a verdict of 
guilty against this country for an 
“invasion” of Formosa and de- 
mands that the security council 
take steps to stop United States 
“aggression” against Communist 
China. 


Soviet spokesmen brought their 
charges before the committee in 
November, but debate was inter- 
rupted to allow for consideration 
‘of the Korean case. The United 
States did not speak Tuesday but 
last week Warren R. Austin de- 
nied the charges of aggression 
one by one. As for the complaints 
of air attacks, Austin reminded 
the committee that the Soviet 
Union had vetoed in the security 
‘council a United States proposal 
for an on-the-spot investigation 
‘by Sweden and India. 
| In a speech to the committee, 
Tsarapkin said that investigations 
by the Peiping government cover- 


cember 31, 1950, showed that 
‘United States planes had violated 
Chinese air space on 328 occa- 
sions. A total of 1,400 planes had 
\participated in the alleged raids, 
according to Tsarapkin, and 16 
people had been killed and 115 
wounded. 

The Soviet delegate said that 
attacks by air against Chinese ter- 
ritory in Manchuria were part of 
the “aggressive” pattern being de- 
veloped by the United States 
against Communist China. 

The resolution he put forward 
spoke of “bombing and machine- 
gunning” of Chinese territory by 
United States planes and the 
“bombardment, detention and in- 
spection” of a Chinese merchant 
ship by an American vessel. 


The committee will meet twice 
Wednesday, with most delegates 
hoping that debate on the Soviet 
complaints can be completed by 
evening. That would leave the 
‘committee with one more item on 
on its agenda—Formosa, intro- 
duced by the United States. After 
that, the delegates wiil have to 
decide their course of action, in 
light of the fact that two com- 
mittees on the Korean crisis will 
eventually report—the good of- 
fices committee and the collece- 
tive measures group.

U.S. Role 
In War Told 
By Martin 


Full meaning of the decision by 
the United States to help defend 
Western Europe is described in 
the current Saturday Evening Post 
by Harold Martin, Constitution 
eolumnist. 

In an article entitled “The Big 
Step,” Martin writes: 

“For the first time in history 
we have committed American 
troops to combat service on- the 
fields of Europe in time of peace. 

“It means we- will not again 
rush belatedly to the aid of a 
European ally when she stands on 
the brink of defeat, but will be 
at her side, ready for action, when 
the first shot is fired. It means 
also that we have tacitly ac- 
knowledge that the atomic bomb 
is no longer a sufficient deterrent 
to aggression, and that the bomb 
must be backed by the historic 
deterrent—a strong man, well 
armed and unafraid, standing toe- 
to-toe with his probable enemy 
and looking him in the eye.” 

Martin also explains the big step 
means much higher taxes, foreign 
military service for American 
troops and a lower standard of 
living for everybody. 

Post -editors point out that 
Martin’s article is the first of a 
series attempting to answer the 
questions which thoughtful Ameri- 
cans are asking. They note the 
article defines “clearly and blunt- 
ly” this country’s commitments 
and how they will affect every 
citizen of the United States.

‘Tt was as i tment as the clap of thunder that follows 
a flash of lightning. Max Baer and wrestling, the genderless: 
industry that hangs suspended between sport and the stage, | 
were sure to become conjugated. Tey were meant for each | 
other, though I never suspected them to be the long-| 
engagement type. 

There were many times in the decline and fall of the Livermore 
Butcher Boy’s boxing empire that I wondered why he ever took 
that roundabout route to wrestling. It was there all the time, though 
not in all its latter-day tinsel and shenanigans. Television hadn’t | 
arrived. But laughing boy Baer went through the proper channels. | 

He clowned himself into the world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship, and then clowned himself out of it in 364 days. Even as he 
waltzed out of the championship circle the night of June 13, 1935, 
Baer played the buffoon. In the eighth round, old Jim Braddock 
nailed him with a right cross. Baer’s legs buckled. He made as 
if to fall, then straightened bolt upright and winked at the 
crowd. He was having his big joke even if he wasn’t having 
any more title.

Baer was eventu-| 
ally absolved of all blame, but he was barred from fighting again | 
in California. 

This thing left an indelible impression on the heavyweight, 
however, and the first thing he did when he reached the top was! 
to fight a benefit for the Campbell family. Down through the years, | 
he kept a fatherly eye on Campbell’s young son and lent to his | 
support. The boy was graduated from West Point just two years ago. 

The death of Baer’s other victim actually was charged to 
Carnera. But the voice of fight business, Nat Fleischer, says it 
was the terrific beating that Baer gave Ernie Schaaf that was 
the real cause of Schaaf’s death six months later when he fought 
Carnera. Schaaf had whipped Baer once, and in their re-match 
in Chicago, the Butcher Boy went after his man like an injured 
rhinoceros. He left Schaff draped unconsciously over the ropes 
as the fight ended. 

Baer himself took one of those unforgettable beatings when he 
met up with Joe Louis in 1935. The murderous Louis knocked the 
fight out of him in four rounds, left him a beaten, battered bag of. 
bones and scar tissue. But he couldn’t knock the clown out of him. | 
As he sat in a helpless state in the center of the ring, he grinned 
and waved to the crowd which stood and yelled for the kill.

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Voters Will Have the Final Word 


The Legislature by its awry debate and 
the necessity for heavy coercion, has illus- 
trated how sick the people are over at- 
tempts of the State Administration to rig 
the State’s election machinery to permit 
establishment of an all-powerful political 
machine. 

Only three months ago the voters de- 
feated at the polls an attempt by the Ad- 
ministration to extend the county unit 
system to the general election. The voters 
spoke clearly and loudly. There was no 
mistaking the sentiment of the people. 

But the Administration faction ignored 
the will of the voters and now has passed 
in. the General Assembly another proposed 
constitutional amendment to accomplish 
the same purpose. It would provide for 
mandatory party primary elections on a 
county unit basis. No candidate could 
have his name placed on the general elec- 
tion ballot unless elected in a primary in 
this manner. Obviously, the Democratic 
Party, now under control of the Talmadge 
faction, is the only party in Georgia strong 
enough to hold a State-wide primary. 

# Yesterday, the House, by an extremely 
narrow margin and under circumstances 
suggesting coercion, passed the county unit 
scheme. . 

When the counting was finished the 
score stood at 135 in favor of the amend- 
ment and 57 against. That was two short 
of the necessary constitutional majority. 
Then Rep. Robert Scoggins of Floyd County

Can We Have 
Controlled Inflation? 


Relaxation of wage controls last week 
simply means that instead of an across- 
the-board freeze of wages and prices, as 
was needed, the Government apparently 
will attempt to walk the thin line between 
more inflation and disastrous inflation. 

There is doubt it can succeed. 

Wages and prices originally were fro- 
zen at the highest levels in history for 
both—with one or two exceptions. Coal 
was one of these exceptions, but approval 
of the wage increase, and the consequent 
price rise, brings coal to about where it 
was at the peak price level two years ago. 

Congress wrote into the Defense Pro- 
duction Act last year a prohibition against 
freezing farm prices at levels lower than 
those prevailing last June or than parity, 
_ whichever is higher. Many farm products 
have not reached parity price levels, though 
that fact will surprise many. For that rea- 
son the cost of living cannot be held rigid 
and unions, with some justification, com- 
plain it is unfair to hold wages down with 
the cost of living going up. 

As wages go up the cost of other com- 
modities must go up. Price.increases must 
be granted or affected goods will disappear 
from the market. It is the old cycle again.

In the Senate the Administration barely 
squeaked through with a 36 to 16 consti- 
tutional majority. During the vote two 
officials of the State Highway Board were 
on the floor observing the results. Those 
who voted against the bill likely will find 
it difficult to get roads for their districts. 

Both Senate and House passage now 
have been achieved by steamroller meth- 
ods. The expressed will of the people has 
been totally disregarded. But the people 
will have the final word. And the people 
are quick to resent efforts of politicians to 
override ballot box decisions, especially 
when the effort plainly is directed at build- 
ing up a dictatorial State machine.

Merit Should 


Govern Pay Raises 


The General Assembly ought to pass 
on the merits of each case in the rash of 
requests for pay raises by State officials 
and employes, 


Bills are before the Legislature which 
would increase salaries of scores of State 
officers and employes. Some are cloaked 
in the term “subsistence” payments, but 
they are pay increases nevertheless. It is 
impossible to say that all are undeserved 
or unneeded—for some doubtless are. The 
General Assembly simply ought to follow 
the Governor’s recent advice and go slow. 


Some of the pay-raise bills up for ac- 
tion, or already acted upon, are these: 
State entomologist from $5,000 to $6,000; 
director of corrections from $7,000 to $9,- 
000; parks director $5,000 to $6,000; game 
and fish commissioner $6,000 to $7,000; 
State revenue commissioner $7,500 to 
$10,000. There are many others. 


There is nothing wrong with a State 
official or employe getting a pay raise. 
But the General Assembly ought to be 
careful that it separates the deserving 
from the nondeserving. Political standing 
should not, but alas too often does, have 
more to do with getting a pay raise than 
merit.

Once every few years something like that happens in the 
Georgia Legislature. Unexpectedly, the window is opened and 
a cool gust of fresh air drives away the political smoke. Such 
a thing happened in the House of Representatives Monday. Rep. 
Jim MacKay, young DeKalb County lawyer and Emory graduate 
who is an odd person to be a member of the Legislature, spoke 
his piece. 


It was odd that MacKay ever decided to run for the Legis- 
lature. He always has had the scholar’s interest in politics, and 
is sincerely interested in making Georgia a better-governed State. 
On the other hand, he is no politician and has no ambition for 
making a career of politics. When he was elected, I was inter- 
ested to see how the group of practical politicians in the House 
would take him. 


Idealist Jim is a freshman. Jim is an idealist. Jim, as a 

citizen, had spoken out in the past against efforts 
of the present Administration to curb the freedom of the people 
to vote.. Jim had no influence in the House of Representatives. 


Yet, when it became known that Jim would speak against the 
proposed “county unit amendment,” the Governor’s office— 
which should be an example of dignity—stooped to the lowest 
form of smearing, which even a candidate for Governor considers 
too contemptible to sign his name to during the heat of a political 
campaign. 


The Representative of DeKalb County had. been told that if he 
dared to speak, he would be embarrassed by pictures of him 
which State employes had made for the Governor’s private news- 
paper. When MacKay began popping questions to an Administra- 
tion speaker for the amendment, copies of the pictures were 
spreading through the House. They were designed to destroy the 
character of a man whose character far surpasses that of the men 
who circulated the pictures. 


The pictures showed Mackay, the son of a Methodist minister, 
speaking to a group of Negro Methodists. It was about the same 
sort of picture which Constitution photographers could have taken 
in the House of Representatives chambers last week when Negro 
and white beauticians appeared at a committee hearing. It was 
the same sort of picture which a Macon News photographer was 
trying to make of Gov. Talmadge at the Fort Valley Ham and 
Egg Show when State troopers prevented the picture-taking. 


The Governor told me that he shook hands with the president 
of the college there, but that he knew nothing of any troopers 
taking it on themselves to prevent photographs. 


Being good Christians themselves, most members of the House 
have contributed money to send white missionaries into darkest 
Africa to spread the gospel to colored people—obviously, the mis- 
sionaries have to speak to colored people. 


The House of Representatives has more fearless, 
Free Men independent thinkers and actors-this year than it 
has had in many years. Most of them are new men. Many of 
them act for the good of their State, without thinking of political 
consequences. By the time you are reading this, the Governor's 
office will have added a third “list” on the walls—and it will 
include the names of quite a few of Gov, Talmadge’s friends and 
supporters, who simply: couldn’t go along on this latest proposal. 
The House has many, many good men. This is merely a tribute 
to one of them who could have kept his mouth shut, but who 
chose to speak in the face of threats—and, in so doing, has caused 
the flames of democracy to burn a little brighter.

What that means to a nation such as 
Russia, and China, whose greatest strength 
lies in the vast pools of manpower at their 
command, ought to be pretty obvious to 
anybody, even Stalin. 


You have heard all your life how history 
might have been changed if the losing side had 
had just one modern machine gun, with plenty 
of ammunition, at the battle of Hastings, or 
Agincourt, or Crecy. Well, the possession by us 
of atomic artillery that can be delivered by sol- 
diers in the field against soldiers in the field, 
gives us, for a while, anyway, the power for 
destruction that one machine gunner might have 
possessed in those ancient affrays. 

We haven’t announced, so far, that we've 
found out how to turn the A-bomb into an 
artilleryman’s weapons. But, all along there 
have been hints of it. 

Months ago, in radio interview, Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins, the Chief of Staff of the Army, said 
that such a weapon was possible. Not long ago 
Sen. Richard B. Russell, chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee and a member of the 


Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, said that 
he was “very. hopeful” that such a weapon could 
be made. The Senator is not a man who shoots 
his mouth off: just to hear himself talk, and in 
his carefully guarded words was tacit admission 
that we were working on such a weapon, and 
that our experiments were coming along well. 
Now come the mysterious tests in the desert— 
which can almost certainly be put down as tests 
of atomic artillery. 

If this be true, Sen. Russell must be given a 
good share of the credit. For all during the 
‘“‘neacetime” years—the cold war years between 
the Japanese surrender and the outbreak of the 
fighting in Korea, when many men in the atomic 
field were urging that we concentrate on peace- 
time uses of atomic energy—Russell was insist- 
ing that we still keep plugging, trying to find a 
way to use the A-bomb as a weapon suitable for 
use by the armies in the field. 


If such a weapon is now in being, tested 
and proved practical, I wonder if it wouldn’t 
be a good idea to lift some of the curtain 
of secrecy. 


What would it hurt to tell Mao in China that 
we've got it, and that unless he orders some sort 
of cease-fire that will stop the wanton slaughter 
in Korea, we will use it on his armies there? 


If we develop a better tank, we use it. If 
we develop a cannon of longer range, we use it. 
If we develop a conventional shell of greater hit- 
ting power, we use it. None of these are humane 
weapons. Their purpose is to kill. 

Why rot, then, use, if we have to, the most 
highly effective weapon of them all?

It is known, however, that the weight of the 
critical mass is in terms of pounds. For purposes 
of illustration, let’s say that the critical mass is 
10 kilograms (22 pounds).

Venus, Mars and Jupiter will team with the moon Wednes- 
day night to provide stargazers in Atlanta—and elsewhere— 
“a very pretty sight,” Dr. W. A. Calder, professor of astron- 
omy at Agnes Scott College, said Tuesday. 

Dr. Calder said the three planets and the moon will be very 
close together in the southwestern skies shortly after dark and 
will be well worth noting “if it doesn’t rain.” 

He said students from Agnes Scott will gather at the Brad- 
ley Observatory between 6:30 and 7:30 p. m., best time to vie 
the “sky show,” weather permitting. .

Give the child as clear a pic- 
ture as possible of what the doc- 
tor will do to him. If the child 
is going for a routine check-up, 
explain to him that the doctor 
will examine his eyes, ears, nose 
and throat. Some parents will 
want to make their explanations 
more graphic by demonstrating 
some of the doctor’s functions 
with a child’s medical kit. 

If the doctor will hurt the 
child, explain to him just what 
the hurt will be and prepare 
him to take it. Such blandish- 
ments as “he won't hurt you a 
bit” are unwise, Cade points out. 

Chances are the child hadn't 
even considered that the doctor 
would hurt him, and such a 
statement only causes needless 
fears. Also, such a- statement 
may be untrue. Perhaps the 
doctor will have to hurt the 
youngster. If so, the child will 
feel that he has been deceived, 
and will lose his faith and trust 
in the doctor. 

A mother should always ac- 
company her youngster to the 
doctor. This gives the child a 
sense of security. Also, the doc- 
tor will want to know about the 
child’s eating and sleeping hab- 
its, how well he gets along with 
other children and with _ his 
teachers, how he is progressing 
in school, and other questions 
that a mother is best equipped 
to answer, Cade points out. 

This pediatrician emphasizes 
that the child should not be de- 
ceived about where he is going.

Fish is an excellent source of 
protein, as well as the vitamins, 
thiamine, riboflavin, and niacin. 
It contains iron and an abun- 
dance of calcium and phospho- 
rus. Oily fish contain vitamin 
D. Salt water fish and shellfish 
contain iodine in goodly quan- 
tities. 


Buy only the amount of 
fish you will need for one 
meal and buy it near the time 
of use. When purchasing 
whole fis’ allow about three- 


quarters of a pound per per- 
son. In case of fish steaks 
(halibut. haddock, salmon, 
swordfish, cod), figure a half 
pound for each person: For 
fillets, estimate that three- 
quarters of a pound will feed 
two people. 


Do not always cook fish the 
same way. Most varieties are 
equally palatable fried, broiled, 
baked, simmered or steamed— 
but keep the cooking time short. 

Small fish, such as brook 
trout, perch and _. butterfish, 
which you intend to bake, broil 
or fry whole, should be ordered 
cleaned. Larger fish should be 
too, when you plan to cook it 
whole. But if the fish is to 
be split before preparation, or- 


der it split as well as cleaned. 

There are also important pre- 
cautions to make when you go 
shopping for shellfish. In buy- 
ing cooked lobster, see that its 
tail is curled toward the body 
and that it springs back into 
place after being straightened. 
Frozen lobster should be solidly 
frozen. If you purchase live 
lobsters or crabs, be sure they 
are alive. 


Fresh shrimp should be 
firm-fleshed and covered with 
easily’ removed parchmentlike 
shell. The color should 
be pearly gray before cook- 
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ing. De not buy shrimp if 
they are pink under the shell. 


Shells of live clams and 
oysters are tightly closed or close 


uickly when touched. Avoid 
those with open or broken shellsi 

Here are things to look for 
to make sure that fish you buy 
is fresh, wholesome and §deli- 
cious: (1) The gills should be 
red. (2) The scales should ad- 
here closely to the body. (3)' The 
eyes should be bright and bulg- 
ing. (4) The flesh should be 
firm to the touch, (5) The odor: 
should be fresh and sweet.

Second to steel, cotton is the most vital war material. 


BORING | 


If it were kept from our factories for any considerable 
length of time, not a single one of our fighting men could) 


continue in action. 

Many guns could not be fired 
without cotton linters, used in 
bullets. Cotton is used for car- 
tridge belts, first. aid pouches. 

There are hundreds of other 
uses to which cotton. is put in 
wartime. Yet, it is a shocking but 


little publicized fact that since’ 


Jan. 26, the day of the price 
freeze, practically all buying and 
selling of cotton has ceased. 

The reason that trading in cot- 
ton was suspended, and the At- 
lanta, New Orleans, New York, 
Savannah and other cotton ex- 
changes of the country were 
closed, is that prices of all cotton 
but that sold at the farm were 
frozen at the highest levels of the 
Dec. 19-Jan. 25 base period for 
the price ceiling regulations. 

The big cotton merchants, their 
warehouses bulging, have no heart 
for selling at a fixed price. When 
the ceilings were clamped on, the 
price of cotton had been advancing 
steadily, hitting successive all-time 
highs, and the merchants expected 
that the law of supply and de- 
mand would mean continuing in- 
ereases. 


So rather than sell now, they. 
prefer to hold, hoping that the 
Government will revise its regu- 
lations affecting cotton. 

What they want is a removal of 
all price controls from raw cotton. 

What’s happening today, under 
the control regulations, is that the 
farmer can sell his cotton for as 
much as he can get—up to a dollar 
@ pound, or more, if he can get 
it—but everybody else up the line 
—the broker, buyer, merchant, 
mill—is limited to the highest 
price he paid or received during 
the base perio& 

The fact that the eky is the price 
limit for cotton sold at the farm 
has given rise to 2 sort of bootleg 
dealing in the commodity.

Green’s widow fought a long 
legal battle after he died in 1936, 
finally managing to get $500,000 of 
her husband’s estate.
